I 
found out that Toinaiy*wanted to know 
If I cared to Join the British army. He 
asked me: “Did yon ever hear of the 
Royal Fusilier*?” 
Well, In London, 
you know. Yonks are supposed to know 
everything, so I was not going to np- 
!>ear ignorant and answered, “Sure.” 
After Htrtentag for one half-hour tf 
Tommy’* tate of their exploits on th* 
firiug line, I decided to Join. Tommy 
took me to th*? recruiting headquarters, 
where I met a typical English captain. 
Ile asked my nationality. 
I Immedi­ 
ately putted out my American passport 
end showed It to him. It was signed 
by Lansing.

passport, he informed me that ho was 
sorry hut could not enlist me, as it 
would he a breach of neutrality. 
I 
insisted that I was not neutral, be­ 
cause to me it seemed that a real 
American could not he neutral when 
big things were la progress, but the 
captain would not enlist me. 
With disgust In my heart I went out 
In the street. 
I had gone about a 
block when a recruiting sergeant who 
had followed 
me out of the office 
tapped me on the shoulder with 
his 
swagger stick nnd 
wild: “S’y. 
I can 
get you in the army. We have 
a ‘lef- 
tenant’ down at the other office who 
can do anything. 
He £ns Just come 
out of the O. T. C. (Officers* Training 
corps) and does not know' whnt neu­ 
trality Is.”

New Wheat Saving Program Demand­ 
ed — Allied Food Shortage In­ 
crease*— America Must 
Feed Fighter* 


Explaining the United States Food 
Administration’s new 50-50 wheot reg­ 
ulations is a war time task the Ameri­ 
can grocer ha* gladly shouldered. 
Many store* are already displaying 
their Food Administration wheat sav­ 
ing pledge cards, that they have sign­ 
ed, agreeing to carry out tho new 
wheat program. 
Each flour customer Is now requir­ 
ed to buy one pound of cereal substi­ 
tute for every pound of wheat flour. 
The substitute may bo of one kind or 
assorted. This 50-50 sale Is made by 
weight and not by value of the com 
modi ties. There I*, of course, no reg­ 
ulation demanding the consumer to 
buy wheat flour at all. 
A wide variety bf substitutes has 
been provided: Cornmeal, corn flour, 
edible cornstarch, hominy, corn grits, 
Parley flour, potato flour, sweet potato 
flour, soya benn flour, Fetorita flour 
and meals, rice, rice flour, oatmeal, 
rolled oats nnd buckwheat flour. 
Graham and whole wheat flour con­ 
stitute an exception to the national 
regulation. Either of tiles** commodi­ 
ties may be sold at the ratio of three 
pounds to five pounds of wheat ti >ur— 
that Is, five pounds of graham or 
wheat flour counts the same as three 
pounds of the usual wheat flour. 
Mixed flours form another excep­ 
tion. 
Where any flour contains 50 
per cent, or less of wheat It may he 
sold without any substitutes. 
Where 
the flour Is mixed at the rate of GO 
per cent, wheat nnd 40 per cent, of 
ether Ingredients an additional 20 per 
rent. of substitutes must he purchased 
by the consumer. 
Where necessity is shown siteclslly 
prepared Infant’s nnd invalid’s food 
containing flour may lie sold. 
That the approved substitutes may 
be assorted Is a fact many grocers 
anil housewives overlooked for a time. 
For Instance, if a customer wishes to 
buy a 24 pound sack of flour the nec­ 
essary substitute*, might be assorted 
os follows: Cornmeal, 8 pounds; corn 
grits. 4 pounds; rice, 4 pounds; buck­ 
wheat, 2 pounds; cornstarch. I pound; 
hominy, 2 pounds; rolled oats, 3 
pounds. 
None of the substitutes should he 
considered 
as 
a 
waste 
purchase. 
There are many household uses for 
each. 
The eight pounds of cornmeal 
can lie made Into cornbread, corn muf­ 
fins or used In the baking of wheat 
bread. 
Cornstarch Is us**fill In making ens 
tied. thickening gravy or may be used 
lu rake baking. Com grits fried like 
mush forms a delicious dish, or It may 
he used In baking corn bread. Rolled 
oats are used largely as breakfast i*>r- 
rhlge or In oatmeal cookies or lo 
making muffins. 
Buckwheat flour may be used In 
bread making, forming an excellent 
substitute 
for 
one-quarter 
of 
the 
wheat flour, but la es|>orially choice In 
the form of buckwheat cakes for 
breakfast. 
With ll wheaties* meals needed 
etch week In America to provide 
enough wheat for the allies, the Food 
Administration believes the substitutes 
will all be used to advantage.

Just 
then out of the mist ahead three more 
eueiuy submarines, followed close by 
three destroyers, appeared.
